An awful accident happened on the 


C. & O. at Concord, a few miles below 
Vanceburg, Thursday evening. 
Three 


young people, returning from a party, 
were run down by the fast-flyer and 
instantly killed. 
One of the victims, 


Al. Pollick, was well known in this 
city. The following account of the 
affair is taken from the Enquirer: 


"A frightful accident occurred in 


this city at 11:17 tonight, in which 
three prominent young people were 
dashed into eternity in the twinkling 
of an eye. 
The unfortunate victims 


were the Misses Lnla and .Lizzie Lind, 
daughters of the proprietor of the Lind 
Hotel in this town, and Al. Pollick, 
a young attorney, who was returning 
with the young ladies from a party 
given some miles west of town. 


"They were returning home in a top 


buggy, and while crossing the O. & O. 
tracks at the First street crossing, west 
of the depot,"Flyer No. 4" struck the 
buggy, hurling the three occupants 
some fifty feet into the air and killing 
them almost instantly. 
Lizzie Lind 


was the only one who was not dead 
when found along the tracks, but she 
died in a few minutes after. The train 
was going at about fifty miles an hcnr, 
and, as the depot was between them 
and the train, it is supposed that they 
did not hear it coming. 


"In a buggy just ahead of the one 


struck by the train were C. M. Secrist 
and Miss Lnln Oarr, whojhad also been 
to the party. Their escape was re- 
markable. 
They were only a few feet 


ahead, and the wheels of their buggy 
had hardly left the tracks when the 
flyer boomed along. 
Conductor 'Lam- 


berton and Engineer Clemens stopped 
the train and went back to the scene of 
the accident, but could not account for 
the tragedy, as they had blown the 
•whistle while approaching the cross- 
ing."Both the young ladies were widely 
known in society here, and greatly re- 
spected. Mr. Pollick was a rising 
young lawyer, with a future 
before 


him. 
The whole town is greatly ex- 


cited. 
The bodies were taken to Un- 


dertaker Johnson's to be prepared for 
burial."

miner made as much money as the 
Hocking miner, and made it compara- 
tively as easy. 


"Then, why scheme for a thing that 


cannot be accomplished? The reason 
is just about this. 
There was a time 


when Jackson coal commanded a small 
advance over Hocking, but now they 
enter the market at the same figures, 
with this exception: 
When the two 


coals are laid down at the same price 
the consumer will most generally select 
Jackson coal, but at an advance the 
consumer always selects the cheaper 
fuel. 


"There can be no question in this. 


The Hocking operator is seeking to 
destroy our prop and maintenance of 
business by prejudicing the Jackson 
miners, and thus keeping them out 
long enough to enable them to secure 
all the best trade, therefore injuring 
our business, and utterly destroying 
the prospect of our resident miners 
from obtaining works.

to its conclusion and it drives yon to 
the fact that while comparative good 
times are enjoyed by other districts, 
here squalor and want will be our 
deserts.

help with any degree of assurance, for 
work is in demand, although the price 
is tuo low, which all admit, but you 
refuse to accept the present condition, 
and you will be mei with the state- 
ment, ' Why not ge TO work and help 
maintain our busiima; it will only be 
temporary.' 


"The Jackson operator cannot mine 


his coal for more than the Hocking 
Valley and keep running very long, 
and the majority of our miners know 
it. 
Contracts are now slipping away, 


and ere long about all the best will be 
gone, and when you do go to work it 


be at 45 and 50 cents, with one or 


two days per week. 
Then why not 


accept the inevitable now? Tako the 
45 and 50 and get steady work, and 
throw the operator 
apon his honor. 


They are bound to fight for a recon- 
struction of wages upon the old scale. 
They and you together can do much, 
but apart, the prospect is most gloomy. 
Your officers are acting

Brushart's Camp, Pike county, 'Ky., 


Tuesday Evening. 


I am writing under difficulties. 
I 


I am supposed to be in Mr. Brnshart's 
private office, but just now it is filled 
with people and tv large, fat 'possum 
caught last night, and which ia to 
furnish a tine feast for Brnsharfc, Cook, 
Bauer, Button, Dan Dodge, Taylor et 
'•al tomorrow evening. Just at present, 
the animal is very much alive and is 
hustling about the room, snapping at 
everything insight. The natives derive 
great satisfaction in directing 
the 
1pOBSum'H wanderings towards the vis- 
itors. 
The result is that Cook is on 


top of the desk on which I am writing, 
Buuer is on a tablo and I am perched 
up on a stool, scribbling away and try- 
ing to look calm and unconcerned. It's 
a poor effort though. 


Wo arrived at camp in style Monday 


Left Keuova at 7 o'clock, and then for 
nearly five hours twisted in and about 
various little mountain streams. First 
we struck "Twelve Pole Creek," said 
to have been surveyed and named by 
the Hon. Geo. Washington. Then we 
.chased about curves and climbed mouti- 
•tains for two hours trying to follow 
pigeon Creek, mid finally struck Tug 
river. 
This last, for some distance, is 


the dividing line between West Vir- 
.giuia and Kentucky. 
I hiwo been on. 


•crooked railroads, but for general, all- 
:iround crookedness, this 
"Tadpole" 


•division of tlio Norfolk & Western 
rakes the- cake. 
Yet, withal,-it is not 


a bad road to travel on. It has a 
splendid road-bed, and the trains run 
•very smooth and nice. One is not 
jolted about as much as they are on 


1 sorno of tbo roads leading-put of Ports- 


mouth.- At places tho road-bed is cut 
for hundreds of feot through solid rock, 
while at others it winds alung the side 
of the mountain, on one side there 
being a sheer drop of several hundred 
feet. Here and there one gets a glimpse 
of that kind of scenery you read about 
in books and which is fur too beautiful 
-for an ordinary reporter to attempt to 
describe. 
Leave that for the travelers 


who fiwor newspapers with contribu 
<tious occasionally. 


Whou we left Keuova we expacted 


• «very follow chat boarded the train to 


have his Winchester with him. We 
failed to meet a single one. 
Oar 


crowd, with our five guns, attracted 
every one's attention and we wore 
questioned till wo wore tired, as to on 
destination, object, etc. The train was 
•crowded with passengers, and for the 
most part they were well dressed and 
quiet, just liko they aro down in Ports- 
mouth. 
Wo failed to find any savages. 


We got to DoLormo station at 11:D3, 


our time. 
The rirat thing we saw was 


piles of lumber, Mr. Brushart's yards 1 8 
being here. Thon a pleasant young 
fellow named Jordan, whose home is 
in Pikoton, shook hands aud said Mr. 
Brnshiirt had sent him to look after us. 
He took us over to the "house," where 
a. dozen or so of the men live, and in 
about rhiee minutes wo were doing 
ample justice to a fine dinner. While 
we were eating, a telephone hell rang 
and made.us nearly jump out of our 
shoes. Then Cook took the receiver 
down and was soon exchanging com- 
pliments with Mr. Brushart at the 
mill, nearly ten miles away. This 
telephone line was put up by Mr. B., 
at an expense of nearly $400. 


We decided to go out to the mills at 


once, and about 1:30 we started, Cook 
iind I in a bnckboard, with the camp 
mail boy, "Buddy" Riddle as driver, 
while Bauer rode a fractions Mexican 
pony. "Buddy" is a great boy. Ho 
tried his best to upset that buckboard, 
and only desisted when I assured him 
rhat I would put a Winchester ball 
through him if ho npset us. After that 
"Buddy" stood greatly in awe of us. 
He never lot up on Bauer, though. 
Once when tho pony got close to the 
bnckbonrd, "Buddy" hit it a stinging 
blow that made it rear and plunge, and 
finally dash mildly np the road.

would have done- thr: N. & W. shop 
Soys good to have heard Bauer yell, 
and hiive seen him holding onto that 
ujimal with his arms and legs. 
The 


road on which we traveled was the

bed. 
There was about three 


inches of water, and rocks galore, so it 
can hr: f.'.-.i-.n how nice a ride wo had. 
Jr'inallv, ju=t at sun-down, wo reached 


camp and were warmly welcomed by 
Mr. Brushart. Here, too, was Charley 
Held, Joe Sutton, and Dan Dodge, 
(John Dodge's brother) 
and 
other 


Portsmouth men. 
The camp is quite a 


nice little town. It has a post-office 
named Tadella, and Mr. Brushart is 
post-master. There are about twenty- 
Sve houses in the place, all the occu- 
pants being in the employ of Mr. Brus- 
hart. 


Monday night was spent in getting 


ready to kill game and talking over 
things in general. 
We also loafed in 


the store awhile and got acquainted, 
with the natives. 
The night before we 


got here there was a wild time in 
Tadella, several natives and their Win- 
chesters being on a tear. 
Half a dozen 


were hurt, but none killed. 
From this 


we expected to run up against some 
blood-thirsty savages, but we were 
greatly mistaken. I never came across 
a cleverer, nicer set of fellows in my 
life than these same • Kentuckiana. 
They are cordial and will do anything 
to help yon out. All you got to do is 
to attend to your own business. If you 
do that, every man you meet is your 
friend and will stay, right with you. 


Tuesday we started out for a hunt 


early. We had a pleasant, auburn-haired 
gentleman 
named Dotson for guide. 


Dotson was formerly a 
Methodist 


preacher and a justice of the peace. 
Now he owns a coal 'bank and is get- 
ting rich. 
He figured in the Hatfield- 


MoOoy fights on the McCoy aide. 
I 


think somebody had a job aefc up on us, 
for Dotson headed us straight at a 
mountain, and raced us up it for 1,000 
or 1,200 feet. 
When we got to the top 


Cook and Bauer were done up and dead 
anxious to get back to camp. 
We 


hustled about for a couple of hours and 
got nothing but half a dozen squirrels, 
uid then the boys went back to camp, 


went on with Dotson and had some 


great; sport shooting pheasants. 
Then 


! took dinner with Dotson and wife 
nud nine children. Had a genuine old 
Kentucky mountaineer dinner —corn- 
>read, sorghum molaasas, and all that. 
They treated me royally, though, and 
made me welcome to all they had. 
These people are nothing if not hospit- 
able. 
We hunted rabbits after dinner 


and got five. Then got back to camp 
ibout five o'clock. 
Cook and Bauer 


pent the afternoon inspecting tha saw- 
mills and shooting at a mark. 


They had witnessed a little row in 


;he afternoon. 
An,old man named 


Riddle had got drunk and happened to 
think of a grudge he had with Frank 
Phillips. 
So he took a Winchester 


away from a bystander named Lane 
and started after Phillips. The latter 
was away from camp, however, and 
there was no trouble. Phillips is the 
bravest man in this whole section. He 
is the man who cleaned out the Hat- 
field gang. 
When the Hatfielda burned 


old man McCoy's house and killed sev- 
eral of his family, Gov. Buckuer com- 
missioned Phillips to capture them. 
Phillips went after them, and in a short 
time had nine of the Hatfields in the 
Pike county jail. He has done up sev- 
eral ruea in hia time. The grudge be- 
tween he and Riddle arose from his at- 
tempting to arrest Riddle for murder 
several years ago. I met Phillips Tues- 
day afternoon. He is a small man, 
about my size, and is also as hand- 
some. 
He 
is 
jolly 
and 
good- 


naturod, and altogether a mighty fine 
gentleman. 
He talked very willingly 


about tho Hatfield business and told us 


about it. 
Had he been in camp 


tory of all the troubles in this section. 


'Tonight Dan Dodge, Smith, Bauer 


and myself are going out 
'possum 


hunting. They are very plentiful here 
and very fat. 
If we get a good many 


we will ship some to the hunters in 
Portsmouth. I will describe Brnshart's 
lumber interests] here later.
